DECLARE £ DIVIDEND 



Mailed this week to the several hun- 
dred stockholders of the National 
Bank of Narberth was another divi- 
dend of a dollar per share, indicating 
the institution continues to grow 
apace and that the predictions made 
at the time of organization are being 
fulfilled somewhat ahead of the sched- 
ule expected. 

The first dollar dividend, expected 
to be made now, was declared last 
December, a year ahead of predic- 
tions. 

After deduction of the amount re- 
quired for dividends, substantial sums 
have been credited by the bank direc- 
tors to surplus, undivided profits and 
contingencies, making a gain in the 
book value of the shares 16 per cent 
more than the par price paid for 
them, acording to the statement is- 
sued this week. 

The rapid increase in the business 
of the bank, as set forth in the same 
statement, calls for an addition to 
the capital stock, to correspond with 
the ratio which is called for as re- 
gards capital and deposits, and such 
increase will be the main order of 
business; at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders which will be held Janu- 
ary 11, 1938, at S P. M., to be con- 
vened in the bank building and to ad- 
journ to Elm Hall in the event that 
there is an overflow attendance. 

It was also said that all the stock, 
present and to come, would be con- 
verted to a basis of $10 (plus $2 per 
share for surplus) which would 
mean an exchange of the existent is- 
sue on a 5 to 1 basis, and it was 
further declared that arrangements 
would be considered whereby one or 
more shares might be purchased 
monthly, on a definite saving plan 
basis — as a gain of 10 per cent in 
the value of the stock in three years, 
together with the two dividends which 
have been paid on it, would probably 
induce many local residents, it was 
said, to acquire some of the new 
issue as an attractive long-term in- 
vestment. 

The directors further pointed out 
that the new stock, as was the case 
witli its original issue, is free from 
the "double liability" contingency 
which formerly applied to national 
bank stocks.

When Narberth Borough Council 
holds its annual organization meeting, 
January 3, to appoint and elect, it 
will be faced with a decision that 
will be the first of its kind in ten 
years — the choice of a Borough Treas- 
urer. 

It is said there are four Republican 
candidates in the field, canvassing 
councilmen, asking for votes for them 
instead of for the incumbent, who has 
filled the post for ten years. He is 
Walton M. Wentz, 205 Wayne avenue. 

The argument advanced against Mr. 
Wentz is that he is a registered Demo- 
crat — having been born in the South. 

The office is filled at the discretion 
of Council for a two-year term. Mr. 
Wentz, who served as councilman for 
eight years before becoming treasurer, 
has had no opposition in the past — 
not even from the borough's Republi- 
can committee. 

According to one councilman, the 
Republican committee has so far 
dodged the responsibility of endorsing 
one Republican and offending the other 
three. If it does recommend some- 
one, Council, as an elected body re- 
sponsive to public preference, will 
weigh carefully the qualifications and 
past services of any candidate, before 
giving him preference over Mr. Wentz, 
a tried and true public servant — re- 
gardless of party affiliations.

Narberth's tax rate for 1938 will 
be 16 mills, the same as for the past 
three years, if an ordinance, passed 
at Borough Council meeting in Elm 
Hall Monday night, is approved on 
second and third readings in January. 
It was tentatively approved, on recom- 
mendation of Finance Committee 
Chairman Clarence Kaeber, along 
with an Expenditure Budget, repro- 
duced herewith, of $74,962. This com- 
pares with budgetary estimates for 
1936 of $80,274; and for 1937 of 
$77,069. 

The library is due for $400 more 
than last year, the health board $700 
more, shade tree commission $250 
more,,, playground and community 
building $1726 more — while other 
items remain the same or are sub- 
stantially reduced. Main reduction 
is $4,037 for the highway department. 

Highway Committee Chairman 
Robert F. Wood, making his last re- 
port in 12 years of public service, told 
of a valuable precedent that was 
worked out in the O'Connor Berkeley 
road building operation, just com- 
pleted. "The precedent provides a 
sound method by which private real es- 
tate developers can be induced to lay 
out properly constructed streets and 
dedicate them to the borough and 
thereby avoid the difficulties which us- 
ually arise in connection with priv- 
ately owned streets for which the 
borough is legally unable to provide 
any maintenance."

number of seals come to them in the 
mail without solicitation, it is annoy- 
ing because it seems to indicate that 
the committee is demanding them to 
contribute a certain sum. 

That is a very natural reaction and, 
if there was any way of avoiding it, 
the local committee would be glad to 
do so. No discourtesy nor any sug- 
gestion of a "levy" is intended or im- 
plied by the committee in mailing out! 
the stamps the way they do. Experi- j 
ence has shown that a very large ma- ] 
jority of the people are willing to pur- 
chase Christmas Seals every year if 
it is made conveniently possible for 
them to do so and the system of 
mailing which has been developed has 
proved to be the least expensive and 
the most fruitful method of conduct- 
ing the canvass. 

One or two people have written 
that they were unwilling to contribute 
because they thought that the funds 
were "not wisely expended." Such an 
opinion, of course, grows out of the 
kind of gossip that is always going 
about in reference to all philanthropic 
enterprises. Thei'e are always some 
people who are inclined to think that 
no one would contribute time and 
services to such enterprises "unless 
they got something out of it for them- 
selves." 

There is not much that can be done 
to meet that kind of criticism, except 
to say that the records of the Com- 
munity Health and Civic Association, 
which expends the local funds derived 
from Christmas Seals, are always 
open to the examination and criticism 
of any interested local citizens. It 
can be asserted that the money is 
expended in accordance with the best 
judgment of the trustees of that asso- 
ciation, all of whom serve without 
compensation. It might be that an- 
other group of trustees, equally dis- 
interested, would consider it good 
judgment to spend the same amount 
of money in some other ways and un- 
doubtedly any such people of good in- 
tentions would be welcomed if they 
wish to put their shoulders to the 
wheel and serve all the year 'round, 
the same as the present board does.

A. F. L. and C. I. O. in Main 

Line Fight to Control 

Employes 

Owners and executives of three 
Main Line laundries this week de- 
clined to be other than rather un- 
comfortable spectators while the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation engaged in a strategic battle 
to unionize laundry employes. 

Contracts, which the owners de- 
clined to acknowledge, were left at 
St. Mary's and the Ardmore laun- 
dries, Ardmore, and at the Wilson 
Laundry, Bryn Mawr, by the A. F. L., 
while representatives of the Penn- 
sylvania Mediation Board asked the 
laundry proprietors to meet with 
them, and were turned down. 

A strike called for Monday failed 
to happen. The nearest to it was 
the refusal of four Ardmore Laun- 
dry delivery truck drivers to go to 
work last Thursday. They were re- 
placed. 

Police of Lower Merion and Haver- 
ford Townships co-operated to pre- 
vent any chance of violence, provided 
motorcycle escorts for Ardmore Laun- 
dry trucks. 

Twelve drivers each at St. Mary's 
and the Wilson laundries went on 
their routes as usual. 



Labor representatives asked 13 per 
cent of weekly collections plus a $10 
guarantee for delivery men. If these 
demands were met, a driver with a 
$400 route would receive $62 a week.
